Grape Juice, for Which Demand 
Exceeds the Supply

Jam es Madison, in the Los Angeles 
Tim es of October 14, declares that the 
prohibition am endm ent w ill kill the 
raisin Industry. He supports this con­ 
tention with only one reason: 
That 
the elim ination of the wine production 
w ill cause all of the wine grapes to 
be used in the m aking of raisins, caus­ 
ing a glut in the market. 
In the sam e article Mr. Madison 
calls attention to the fact that wine 
grapes w ill not make a good grade 
of raisins. 
In this he flatly contra­ 
dicts him self, for It is utterly unrea­ 
sonable to suppose that grape grow 
era would turn wine grapes to raisins 
under the full knowledge 
that 
the 
product would be inferior and unmar­ 
ketable. 
In substantiating his statem ent to 
the effect that w ine grapes will be 
used for raisins, Mr. Madison stales 
that w ine grapes cannot be used for 
grape juice and that, if they could be, 
“there is no m arket for the grape 
juice because of the high price of ii.’’ 
Contradiction Made 
Contradictory to these statem ents, 
Frederic T. B iolctli, ..head of the de­ 
partm ent of viticulture 
and 
etiology 
at the University of California, says, 
over his own signature, on a letter 
written to W illiam E. Brown, March 
27, 1914, that wine grapes are the 
only grapes that will make the best 
grade of grape juice. 
Prof. Bioletti 
is the highest authority on viticulture 
in Am erica and is the only authority 
suprem ely recognized by the liquor in­ 
terests of California. 
The paragraph 
of the letter of March 27, referring to 
wine grapes and grape juice, says: 
“W ine grapes are the best material 
that we have for m aking grape juice. 
Our best grape juice is and m u d be 
made from wine grapes. Table grapes, 
such as we grow In California, will 
m ake a good grape Juice, 
but 
not 
equal to that of the best wine grapes. 
W ine grapes, of course, differ very 
much in quality and in a general way 
a grape that is best for wine making 
is best for grape juice m aking.” 
Demand i« Excellent 


com petition. 
A t present 
the 
grape 
juice is put up in 
sm all 
individual 
bottles, individually sealed. It is about 
95 per cent water and freight is paid, 
principally on the water. 
By the process Invented by Prof. 
Monti and now fully understood by 
the general public, grape juice can 
be put up in the form of concentrate 
and marketed more cheaply than coca 
products, or any of the other common 
soda-fountain syrups. 
It can also be 
shipped Barely and econom ically. 
A statem ent is also made by Prof 
Bioletti that the eastern m arket, at 
the present tim e, can utilize ten tim es 
thd present amount of grape products, 
exclusive of wines. W ith the increase 
of traffic t,brough the Panama Canal 
and with lowered freight rates, this 
demand can be m et by tile California 
products. 
Mr. M adison also calls attenion to 
the fact that it w ill require four years 
to graft and bring to production the 
wine grape roots to produce good rai­ 
sin and table grapes. 
Alfalfa In Vineyards 
Frank T. Sw ett, horticultural com ­ 
m issioner for Contra Costa county, in 
an address before the grape grow ers’ 
forty-second 
annual 
convention 
in 
Fresno in 1912, 
declared 
that 
any 
“vineyard land can be profitably plant­ 
ed to alfalfa. 
Much land producing 
poor vineyards w ill produce tine al­ 
falfa.” 
A lfalfa is known to be the 
most profitable crop grown in Califor­ 
nia. 
Does it stand to reason that any 
wine-grape grower, dissatisfied 
with 
his crops, will w ait four 
years 
for 
raisin or table grapes to develop when 
he can get a bigger return in a single 
year by plowing out the roots and 
planting alfalfa? 
It is absurd. 
Mr. M adison also m akes the state­ 
m ent that table and raisin grapes do 
not pay, that they som etim es "bring 
only 25 cents a lug box.” Ana yet the 
State Viticultural C om m ission’s 
last
